Hughthorn case. : 


Agreeing that,.evidence of a 
conviction was not udmissible in

If one were allowed, although 
that was clearly not so now, to 
bring before another court that

action,” Mr d’Almada continued.

He said that on 
the facts and withbut any ques- 
thon of malice there are sufficient 
grounds before you for exercising 
your discretion and stopping 
the case here and now. He, then 
went on to develop his argu-
